THREE MILLION MEN 


IN FIERCE COMBAT 


Hottest Fight Is Against the 


French Center. 


London, Sept. l l . —The crucial bat­ 
tik of the war in France has not yet 
readied 
any decisive 
result. 
Field 
Marshal Sir John French, commander 
of the British forces, reported that 
the Germans had been driven back all 
along the line; that the British had 
crossed the River Marne; 
that the 
Germans had suffered severely anc 
that their men were supposed to be 
in a very exhausted condition. 
Notwithstanding 
this 
report 
the 
military writers in the London papers 
repeat 
that from 
the 
conser ative 
terms of the French official statem ent 
it is too early to anticipate the result 
of a battle extending over a front of 
nearly a hundred miles. 
Three mil­ 
lion men is the number estimated to 
be engaged actively and as reserves 
and three great battles at least 
in progress. 
Probably the fiercest 
struggle is 
against the French center between 
ltheims and Verdun, while the British 
army is contesting the second hard 
fought engagement against the Ger­ 
man right. The Germans are believed 
to be still attacking the French right 
from Verdun to Nancy. 


SWI Fighting In Alsace. 


Lesser fighting is in progress in Al­ 
sace, from which province the Ger­ 
mans appear to have drawn away part J 
of their army, and the French are 
taking advantage of this opening. 
The great battle may continue for 
days, 
when it 
is remembered 
that 
smaller operations in Manchuria, in 
which 
hundreds of thousands only 
were concerned, lasted a fortnight. 
The German western armies have 
been fighting almost continuously for 
twenty-five days and, until the last 
phase of the campaign, on the offen­ 
sive. 
Field Marshal 
French’s view 
that 
they are 
becoming exhausted 
finds ready credence among the mili­ 
tary experts here. 
A German official wireless dispatch 
says that no report has been made 
public 
in Berlin 
of the events 
in 
France for the past three days. 
From Holland comes the news that 
60,000 
German 
reinforcements 
ara 
marching south. 
These troops mat 
have an effect upon the tide of bat­ 
tle. but there is reason to believe tile 
allied 
armies also are receiving a 
counterbalancing 
accession 
of 
strength.

That the German navy has not been 
without enterprise Is revealed in the 
admiralty announcement that the Brit­ 
ish cruiser Pathfinder was destroyed

The Ger­ 
man craft which ventured so far from 
its base is given credit for its enter­ 
prise.

Both Fngland and Germany would

— After a short de­ 
bate in parliament Premier Asquith’s 
motion to increase the army by 500,- 
000 men was adopted unanimously. 
Premier Asquith said 439,000 men, 
exclusive 
of 
the 
territorials, 
have 
joined the army since the declaration 
of war. 
On one day 32,240 enlisted 
The average enlisting in the army in 
an ordinary year is 35,000. 
After the reserves were called out 
there were 400,000 men with the col­ 
ors. 
On Aug. 6 he proposed that an 
additional half million be recruited, 
making a total of 900,000. 
This suggestion was approved and 
the recruiting was so successful that 
4 :9,000 men have joined, making the 
total under arms only about 60,000 
less than the 900,000 planned for. The 
second half million arranged for will 
bring the total army up to approxi­ 
mately 1,400,000 men. 
Premier Asquith paid a warm trib­ 
ute to the war office organization and 
dealt also with the various difficulties 
connected with the rush of recruits. 
Measures had been taken, he said, to 
meet the congestion. 
These include 
an allowance of 75 cents a day to 
those for whom no accommodation 
could be found in the barracks.

Capetown, via London, Sept. l l . — 
In a stirring speech to the assembly 
of the Union of South Africa. Premier 
Botha promised the whole hearted 
support of the union to the imperial 
government in the present war and 
declared that the racial hatchet has 
been buried. 
As a proof of the union’s determ i­ 
nation to assist in maintaining the 
integrity of the empire he announced 
that the government has undertaken 
to carry through military operations 
In German Southwest Africa. 
The premier revealed that German

Washington, Sept. ll.—There is no 
present prospect of peace in Europe 
through 
the 
efforts 
of 
diplomacy. 
President Wilson himself set at rest 
rumors that peace measures were in 
the making by revealing that no inti­ 
mation had been conveyed to him of­ 
ficially from any quarter of a readi­ 
ness on the part of one or more of the 
belligerents to talk peace. 
The developments emphasized that 
Iireat Britain and France and Russia 
were grimly determined to make no 
peace until they had decisively beaten 
Germany and Austria. 
The conference between the Amer­ 
ican ambassador and the British for­ 
eign secretary is said to have occur­ 
red on the initiative of the latter. Sir 
Edward Grey, it is understood, ex­ 
plained that in view of newspaper 
rumors to the effect that Germany 
was ready to make peace Great Bri­ 
tain did not want to appear in the 
light of blocking the move. 
To make peace now, while German 
troops held Belgium and a large part 
of France, might cause Germany to 
exact unreasonable terms on the basis 
of occupied territory, according to the 
British view. 


Signs Are Not Encouraging. 


On the side of Germany and Aus­ 
tria, likewise, the president has found 
no encouraging signs for peace. Ask­ 
ed whether the message he had re­ 
ceived from Emperor 
William was 
susceptible 
of 
interpretation 
as 
a 
peace overture the president said it 
did not open the way in that direc­ 
tion. 
Mr. Wilson said he would reply 
soon to the emperor's message. 
He 
has not decided, however, what form 
his answer will take. 
He is consid­ 
ering several alternatives, it is under­ 
stood. 
The answer may be merely a 
courteous acknowledgment of the Ger­ 
man emperor s message, or it may 
be the expression of the hope that the 
rules of warfare laid down by The 
Hague conventions will he binding 
on all belligerents. 
The answer may 
refer to the president's standing offer 
of mediation. 
Observers in close touch with the 
White House thought the first course 
to he the most 
likely, merely ac­ 
knowledging the 
message. 
It 
was 
said the feeling was general among 
officials that the present was not the 
time to press for peace with pros­ 
pects of success.

Britain Can Strike Blow at German 
Food Supply. 
London, Sept. 11.—-There is general 
discussion in London of the possibility 
that England may close the North 
sea, blockading it completely if the 
trouble with floating mines continues. 
The government’s position is that 
the shipping of neutral nations is in 
great 
danger 
because 
of 
German 
mines. England has repeatedly stated 
that she will not resort to the use of 
mines. 
After the mine sweepers free 
the North sea of the obstructions, 
however, naval strategists advise the 
exclusion of vessels which might plant 
more mines. 
"Such action would limit the com­ 
merce of Holland, Denmark, Norway 
and Sweden, cutting off Germany's 
source of food supply.
